This Week 


Tickets--brokers' fees, house seats and 
possible cuts in Federal taxes- were considered 
by diverse groups. NY Ticket Brokers,Inc, an 
organization of 32 NYC agents, sought a one year 
suspension of the 1939 law limiting fees to $1.25 
per ticket. At an opening hearing of the State 
Senate Committee of General Laws held in NYC 
the brokers explained that such a move would 
allow them, via free economy, to wipe out the 
"black market“ and "scalpers,"' Though no 
group spoke against the proposed new law,Equity 
president Ralph Bellamy issued a statement con- 
demning the move as a further restriction onthe 
unprivileged theatre patron, Another hearing on 
this measure will be held in NYC soon. Equity 
also condemned the current practice of "house 
seats" for top cast and staff, many of which they 
fear end up at the scalpers. Rep. Frank Thomp- 
son(D-NJ) sent wire to Council of Living Theatre- 
League of NY Theatres asking for producers com- 
ments on proposal of using any further savings 
via cut in federal taxes for a special fund for the 
expansion of cross-country legit. The recent 
federal tax cut was absorbed by theatre owners 
instead of resulting in a cut in admission prices.

DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Look After Lulu- Miller 3/3. 2 pros- World Telegram & 
Sun, Journal American- and 5 cons- filed on Noel Coward's ad- 
aptation of French farce "Occupe-toi- d'Amelie" by Georges Fey- 
deau, staged by Cyril Ritchard, scenery and costumes by Cecil 
Beaton with Tammy Grimes, Roddy McDowell, Kurt Kasner, Polly 
Rowles. Rave review from Aston, WTS, cheered the button, bust- 
ing event with lines by Coward, heel-kicking direction by Ritchard 
and riotously posh sets and costumes by Beaton plus an impress- 
ively numerous and gifted troupe combining talents in a glittering 
smash, Show is personal triumph for Grimes, he announced. Me- 
Clain, Journal American, found show fun most of the evening, but 
felt it ran out of fuel near the ending. Majority of dissenters 
agreed that Grimes, Ritchard, Beaton deserved bouquets for their 

services, but thought script more frantic than funny. Atkinson, 
Times, suggested it might be twice as funny if acting half as broad 

Pros Coward and Ritchard may have considered possibility al- 
ready, critic adds. He also thought Tammy Grimes talents worthy 
of a brighter script. Kerr, Herald Tribune, was disappointed with 
the end results, noting that each act started in splash of gayety 
that died out. Chapman, News. liked some of the good spots but 
felt that the fun got lost in the fancy package of sets and costumes 
and Univac plot. Coleman, Mirror, panned proceedings as a loud, 
complicated, corny turkey, though he reported first night audience 
seemed to enjoy it. Watts, Post, thought show inspite of fine sets, 
costumes and acting, show was curiously lacking in the festive 
spirit of good physical and verbal fun. One keeps waiting for some 
brightness of dialogue to back up the action, but it doesn't come, 
All dissenters, except Coleman, applauded entire cast and most 
picked Grimes as a future comedy star. Journal American aud- 
ience poll voted 3 pro, 2 con. 


Widowers' Houses - Downtown 3/2. 4 pros- Times, Mirror, 
Post, World Telegram & Sun-and 2 cons- Herald Tribune, Journal 
American- filed on William Landis' revival of George Bernard 
Shaw's 1892 play,his first. Wide differences of opinion on quality 
of script and acting voiced by reviewers. Affirmative voters thought 
it timely and well-acted, while negative voters thought it badly dated 
and poorly presented. Calta, Times, billed it as a most interesting 
play with some delicious characterizations, capital comedy scenes 
and wonderful bits of dry humor with all but Marshall Breeden in 
the cast okayed. Rhodelle Heller staged comedy with Dran Seitz, 
Michael Lewis, William Major, Breeden and Landis. Coleman, 
Mirror, enjoyed good production of light-weight but timely play. 
Herridge, Post, also enjoyed every element except Breeden's per- 
formance which she thought false. Aston, WTS, felt superb portray- 
als of Seitz and Landis rescued an otherwise fatuous script. Dis- 
senter Crist, Herald Tribune, approved of Landis and Major, but 
felt production lacked consistency. Play itself she tabbed thin and 
bitter and might be worthwhile if playgoer had academic viewpoint 
of bad Shaw being better than no Shaw. McClain, Journal American, 
panned play as dated and badly written. It has no compelling actor 
or character and it is not brilliantly done. 


The Royal Gambit- Sullivan 3/4. 4 pros-Times, Herald Trib- 


une, News, Journal American- and 2 cons- Post, World Telegram & 
Sun- filed on new play by Hermann Gressieker based on wives of 
England's Henry VIII. Adapted from German play by George White, 
staged by Philip Lawrence, presented by David Ellis with Russell 
Gold, Tani Seitz (twin of Dran ) Dolores Rashid, Alice Drummond. 
Times and Herald Tribune aisle-sitters filed rave notices. Orig- 
inal, stimulating, mature, beautifully proportion direction, ranking 

with the best work in any Off Broadway theatre, lauded Atkinson, 
Times. Exceptionally interesting experiment in fresh matter and 
fresh method, fluid direction, excellent company, agreed Kerr, Her- 
ald Tribune. In slightly milder tones McHarry, News, approved of 
deft, sardonic comedy with its able cast. Excellent Off Broadway 
experiment, though plot not always lucid, comments McClain, Jour- 
nal American, Con voters Watts, Post,and Aston, WTS, found 
much worthwhile material in script, but both felt play got out of 
hand by covering too much ground and by its ending which brought 
in Henry"s comments on 20th Century problems.

Limiting theatre benefit audiences to half of the house 
per night suggested by Dore Schary and Cyril Ritchard as a 
solution for having better audience reaction on benefit nights, 
they said at Drama Desk“ March meeting. Schary, director 
and co-producer of A Majority of One, and Ritchard, director 
of Look After Lulu, both wished that management had enough 
courage to back such an idea. Cedric Hardwicke and Tammy 
Grimes were also guests of the theatre writers“ group. 


Ivy Larric and Lenore Tobin, officers of the Association 
of Theatre Party Agents, attended the session to reply to charges 
at the previous month's meeting by David Susskind, producer of 
Rashomon. Mrs.Robert Dowling, wife of the producer- theatre 
Owner, also spoke on the usefulness of the party agent. Larric 
felt that Rashomon's title was unfortunate from a party selling 
standpoint, that the play lacked identification and that it opened 
at a bad time for selling charities. She also explained that the 
chairmen of charity groups must have the tickets in hand at 
least 5 weeks prior to opening to sell them effectively. 


Schary pointed out that his Sunrise at Campobello had 
great difficulty raising money in the first place and selling bene- 
fits in the second place because many felt play would be a polit- 


ical tract. It was only after the rave notices that the party 
agents sold benefits. 


Ritchard explained his feeling that the fops“ of the Res- 
toration were outrageous folk that cannot be played too broadly 
He is convinced that playwrights felt same way about them that 


‘some of today's actors feel about critics. In addition to direct- 


ing Look After Lulu , co-starring currently in The Pleasure of 


His Company, Ritchard also is a director of comedies at the

The charm is there mostly thanks 
to the unique comedy talents of Tammy Grimes, with a neat and 
expensive assist from Cecil Beaton's fantastic, beautiful sets and 
costumes, The charm and control of the play's director Cyril 
Ritchard are also evident, for while the farce proceedings some- 
times get too loud, they never really get out of hand.

Widowers' Houses is a vastly uneven presentation of 
Shaw's first play , which nevertheless is a must for every ser- 
ious theatre fan and student. Michael Lewis and William Landis 
alone in the cast seem to have the proper mood for the problem 
play which the director has seen fit to present as a satire.

Royal Gambit is an ingenious, brilliant presentation, out- 
standing in its direction, acting and lighting departments. Adapt- 
ation of German script is at times cloudy, but production is al- 
ways fascinating and imaginative. Lighting by Nicola Cernovich 
especially is as inventive a piece of modern theatre as seen on 
or Off Broadway in years, setting the stage time after time with 
the proper tone.

The professional advisors to the theatre program, so far unnamed, 
should take a bow, for including all the necessary ingredients. Even 
to the point of eliciting promises of coverage by top reviewers. 
The only item they seem to have missed is the wholesale transport- 
ation of a first night NY audience for each play. If either the 
Lincoln Center of Performing Arts or the National Cultural Cen- 
ter in Washington are looking for the proper methods, they can- 
not fail to study the entire set-up of the theatre program of the 
Ford Fund grants.

Producers have explained for years that the price of the 
theatre ticket does not make a bit of difference in a show's suc- 
cess. Any doubters that the public does not care about the 
price of theatre tickets need just look at the record of the re- 
cent hearing of the NY State Senate Committee considering a 
proposed one year suspension of the $1.25 ticket brokers fee. 
The only party present at the public hearing held in midtown 
NYC was the lawyer of the NY Ticket Brokers Assn, which 
proposed the bill in the first place. In a statement a day after 
Actors Equity condemned the move, but made no plans to appear 
at a future hearing of the Committee. Thus researchers hunt - 
ing for reasons why people do not attend theatre can skip the 
argument of high ticket prices as a rationalization.

While the NY theatre starts the test of the midweek 2 PM 
matinee curtain, Westbury, LI, Music Fair announces a 9 30 PM 
Friday evening starting time for its musicals this summer.This 
came about as a result of a survey of week-end parkway and 
commuter traffic, The successful tent operators, wise in the 
ways of audience attitudes, started their promotion campaign 
3 months in advance and can be counted on to make the front 
pages with space-grabbing publicity stunts to highlight the 
event.
